Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: During the 
appeal conference on 7/12/10, it was decided that the limitation of the "planar distal end wall" as recited in independent 
claims 1, 15, 21 and 22 overcome the prior art references of Turkel and Yoon. However, claim 23 lacked this limitation, 
and thus the examiner and applicant agreed to cancel claim 23, and proceed to allow claims 1-22..
